no room for doubt of tbe ability 
of the Allied and American Gov- 
ernments to impose their terms.

As I do not have anything to 
do this beautiful Sunday morning, 
will write you. If you have 
space in thi Signal you may pub- 
lish it if you care to do so, that 
our in an v friends there may 
know how we are. 

journey on the eleventn day af- 
ter starting. We had no trouble 
to amount to anything except 
the rain on Monday night. We 
were about 35 or 4o miles out of 
Kansas City at the time. Our 
tent blew down during the rain. 
We were some distance from any 
house, so it was up to us to hus- 
tle to the car the best way we 
could. And to make bad mat- 
ters worse, we bad played the 
part of tbe foolish Virgin, had 
no oil in our lamp, but we got 
there just the same. The next 
thing the dust had turned 'fio 
mud and believe me the Kansas 
mud is sure slick. We made 
very poor time the next two 
days in fact the remainder of 
the trip. We traveled thru some 
fine country and also thru some 
very poor country, with the ex 
ception of Indiana. Corn crops 
generally, are poor and not any 
thing extra thru Indiana. Wheat 
seems to be generally good, 
great preparation being m 
for wheat this year. I saw 
plenty of corn that had complete 
ly burnt up; not more than two 
or three feet high. This is a tine 
looking country; not so much 
right thru this ^section, the land 
don't look very productive around 
here but a few miles out on the 
river, it is good, but old Ken 
tucky as a whole, is as good as 
any. Cushing is a town of eight 
or nine thousand population 
something like a mile or two 
square. Streets laid off in city 
style, East, West, North and 
South. Some very tine houses 
and some gthe rev. rso. Every, 
thing is heated by natural gas 
have both electric and gus lights. 
Five or six big Refineries just 
out of town but no wells 1 
close. Each refinery represents 
an outlay of thousands of dollars. 
I am at present working for 
the Cousumers Refining Co., as a 
laborer at 4s cts per hour eight 
hours per day. Carpenter work 
is dull here on account of Gov- 
ernment restrictions on building 
material. 1 haven't fully decided 
yet as to whether I will stay heie 
or not. Work is a little slack 
here to what it has been but it 
is that way every where only on 
Government work. I am going 
out this evening to look about a 
farm. If I can rent one to suit 
me probably may farm next year. 
We have had considerable rain 
siooe 1 came here; weather warm, 
had a light frost Friday morning. 
The Spanish Influenza has been 
raging here since we came. I 
don't kuow the number of deaths, 
but a number of them. We have 
all escaped so far. It seems to 
be be under control. 

I regret very much to hear of 
the sickness and deaths iu Mt 
Vernon and Rockcastle. Makes 
me feel like I would like to be 
back and see them all, altho I 
am not one bit homesick, dou t 
know how soon I will be. I 
have written all I know and uo 
doubt more than you care to 
ith.
